Though 
the navy has made free use of wire- 
leas this may be the first instance in 
which the State Department has had 
recourse to radio telegraphy for diplo- 
matic communication. The _ necessity 
is pressing because the department 
has been able to establish only the 
most uncertain and slow communica- 
tion with Berlin and Vienna for near- 
ly a week. A few business messages 
have gotten through by way of the 
British cables, and probably from 
England to Germany by way of Hol- 
land or Denmark, which are still in 
touch by cable with the outside world.

CHANGE RULES 
OF NEUTRALITY. 


Commerce Is Now Free of All 
Possible Restrictions. 


Great Britain Proteste and 
Orders Are Rescinded. 


Status of Belligerent Ships Is 
Well Established. 
——— 
(BY A P. NIGHT wmn) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—New in- 
structions to collectors of customs de- 
signed to free commerce from all pos- 
sible restrictions, and still observe 
neutrality, were promulgated today. 
Under the new regulations, Euro- 
pean reservists will be allowed to sail 
for their home countries if they are 
not in uniform, do not carry arms and 
go as individuals. These instructions 
supersede instructions recently given 


without the knowledge of the treasury 
by the Department of Commerce, 
which affected reservists and ships. 

President Wilson today issued a 
proclamation of neutrality to apply 
to the state of war between Austria- 
Hungary and Russia. It is similar in 
terms to those already issued. 

GREAT BRITAIN’'S PROTEST. 

Protests from Great Britain were 
today given as the reason for the 
drastic orders now rescinded. Be- 
cause of the absence of Secretary 
Redfield and the inability to secure 
final and expert opinion, representa- 
tives of the State and Treasury de- 
partments drew up a set of rules so 
rigid that the case of any ship whose 
status was at all questionable would 
be referred back to Washington. 

This step, which held up the clear- 
ance of the Belgian ship Vaderiand, 
filed with reserves, brought forth an 
official inquiry today from the Ger- 
man Embassy. The status of the 
Vaderland and all other ships of bel- 
ligerent powers is now established by 
the new regulations. 

INSTRUCTIONS ro COLLECTORS, 

These instructions were issued to 
collectors of customs: 

“You will permit foreign-bound ves- 
sels to clear only after they have filed 
with vou their full manifests. 

“You will notify all merchant vées- 
sels in your d ct that they will be 
subject to inspection and examination 
of documents, ships and cargoes by 
United States authorities before clear- 
ance is given and will be subject to 
further examinations by United States 
authorities after clearance and while

vessel in any degree, you will im- 
mediately notify the department by 
wire, giving all particulars. Any of 


a change of status: 

„(a.) The placing in position or 
otherwise changing the location of 
guns which were on board the vessel 
at the time of her arrival. 

„(b.) So changing the appearance, 
color, rig or equipment of a vessel as 
to render her suitable for some pur- 
pose of war. 

„(e.) The taking on board of guns, 
arms or ammunition under circum- 
stances which in any way indicate the 
outfitting of the vessel for any pur- 
pose of war, or in aid of a militaty 
expedition. 

“Should any vessel depart or at- 
tempt to depart from your district 
without a regular clearance you will 
wire the department and the com- 
mander of the nearest naval vessel or 
revenue cutter. 

“You will report by wire to the de- 
partment and to the commander of 
nearest naval vessel or naval station, 
the arrivals and departures of all war 
vessels of foreign nations. 

“In ease of doubt wire the depart- 
ment for instructions.” 


MANY AMERICANS 
SEEK TO ENLIST, 


SEVERAL THOUSAND \VOLUN- 
IN EXPEDITION 
FORCE FROM CAN A.

OTTAWA (Ont.) Aug. 8.—Several 
thousand applications for places in the 
Canadian expeditionary force have 


deen received from the United States. 


A considerable number are from Ca- 
nadians naturalised in the United 
States, but most of them are from 
young Americans who apparently see 
a good chance of being sent to the 
scene of fighting at the front. Some 


Americans have appeared at Cana- 
dian enlistment points and volun- 
teered. 


So far there is disinclination to ac- 
cept any but Canadian residents

the navy coaling station here. Capt. 
Marshall was dumbfounded when he 


learned for the first time that Ger-

FRENCH WRECK 
GERMAN HOTELS. 


Berlin Newspaper Complains 
of Treatment in Paris. 


Intervention of ‘Ambassador 
Prevents Eæcesses. 


Persecutions of Every Kind 
Said to Be Common. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

BERLIN, Aog. 9.—(Via London. 
1:05 a.m.) The Norddeutsche Allge- 
meine Zeitung gives a long recital of 
the ill treatment of Germans living in 
Paris. Since the end of July, says 
the paper, they have been insulted in 
the streets and have been obliged to 
ask for police protection, which has 
been afforded only reluctantly. Even 
the railways refused to accept their 
luggage. As a result hundreds ot 
Germans sought asylum in the em- 
bassy and consulate. 

After mobilization, the paper 
charges, German hotels, restaurants, 
shops and residences were pillaged 
and wrecked, while the police stood 
idly by. Many Germans were dis- 
missed from their employment with- 
out their wages being paid, and per- 
secutions of every kind were indulged 
in. Germans living in the suburbs 
were subjected to the same treatment. 

As a result of the energetic inter- 
vention of the Ambassador, six thou- 
sand Germans were assisted io leave 
France, while others, without homes, 
were accommodated in the schools, 
The Ambassador himself was present 
when the rupture of relations be- 
tween the two governments was an- 
nounced and was obliged to ask for 
police protection until he left Paris, 
according to report.

signed to free commerce from all pos- 
sible restrictions, and stin observe 
neutrality, were promulgated today. 
Under the new regulations, Euro- 
pean reservists will be allowed to gail 
for their home countries if they are 
not in uniform, do not carry arms and 
go as individuals. These instructions 
supersede instructions recently given 
without the knowledge of the treasury 
by the Department of Commerce, 
which affected reservists and ships. 
President Wilson today issued a 
proclamation of neutrality to apply 
to the state of war between Austria- 
Hungary and Russia. It is similar in 
terms to those already issued. 
GREAT BRITAIN’'S PROTEST. 
Protests from Great Britain were 
today given as the reason for the 
drastic orders now rescinded. Be- 
cause of the absence of Secretary 
Redfield and the inability to secure 
final and expert opinion, representa- 
tives of the State and Treasury de- 
partments drew up a set of rules so 
rigid that the case of any ship whose 
status was at all questionable would 


such vessel remains within the terri- 
torial waters of the United. States. 
Such vessels shall stop and lie to for 
examination when signalled by a 
United States vessel. 

“Any foreign-bound vessel whose 
character as a merchant vessel is es- 
tablished to your satisfaction is en- 
titled to clearance (subject to the re- 
quirements of paragraph one) no mat- 
ter what the character of her cargo 
or what her destination. 

“You will not refuse clearance to 
merchant vessels whether of the 
United States or other neutral power 
or whether of a belligerent power, 
solely on the ground that the cargo 
contains contraband of war. 

“When a vessel of a belligerent 
power which has arrived as a mer- 
chant vessel alters or attempts to al- 
ter her status as a merchant vessel, 
or there is reason to believe she in- 
tends to alter such status, so as to be- 
come an auxiliary cruiser or an armed 
vessel in any degree, you will im- 
mediately notify the department pe 
wire, giving all particulars. Any of 
the following acts will constitute such 
a change of status: 

(a.) The placing in position or 
otherwise changing the location of 
guns which were on board the vessel 
at the time of her arrival. 

“(b.) So changing the appearance, 
color, rig or equipment of a vessel as 
to render her suitable for some pur- 
pose of war. 

„(e.) The taking on board of guns, 
arms or ammunition under circum- 
stances which in any way indicate the 
outfitting of the vessel for any pur- 
pose of war, or in aid of a military 
expedition. 

“Should any vessel ‘depart or at- 
tempt to depart from your district 
without a regular clearance you will 
wire the department and the com- 
mander of the nearest naval vessel or 
revenue cutter. 

“You will report by wire to the de- 
partment and to the commander of 
nearest naval vessel or naval station, 
the arrivals and departures of all war 
vessels of foreign nations. 

“In case of doubt wire the depart- 
ment for instructions.”

Germans living in the suburbs 
were subjected to the same treatment.

The Ambassador himself was present 
when the rupture of the relations be- 
tween the two governments was an- 
nounced and was obliged to ask for 
police protection until he left Paris, 
according to report.

“In the northern part of the State 
particularly, 1 was impressed by its 
great big spirit of independence; in 
fact, the sentiment there reminds — 
felt right at home, which is about the 


hospitality extended to me along the 
road. 

“At Santa Rosa I addressed a big 
night meeting. And about that 
want to say just this: Heney was 
there and spoke the same night.

LONDON, Aug. B. — The United 
States Embassy this afternoon cleared 
up the difficulty of landing Americans 
in Great Britain under the British 
alien act, which had been causing the 
American officials much embarrass- 
ment and Americans now are able 
to enter most of the ports. A num- 
ber of Americans from the Hamburg- 
American liners Kronprinzessin Ce- 
cilie and Prinz Adalbert were landed 
today at Falmouth. 2 

The Embassy staff had been rein- 
forced by the arrival of Léetitenant- 
Commander Frank R. McCrary, Lieu- 
tenant-Commander W. F. Bricker and 
Lieut. Zogbaum. These officers have 
been given quarters in the German 
Embassy building and will devote 
their attention to looking after the 
welfare of Germans now in London. 
On representations made by the 
American Minister at The Hague, 
Henry Van Dyke, through Ambaassa- 
dor Page, the British government has 
consented to allow the steamer Nieuw 
Amsterdam to touch an English 
port on her way to Am from Rot- 
terdam. 


MANY GERMANS PENNILESS. 
The unknown numbers of Germans 
in London are in a bad plight. Many 
of them are penniless, unable to re- 
turn to Germany and viewed with sus- 
picion by the authorities. 
Robert P. Skinner, the American 
Consul-General, has given the meal 
tickets he received from the German 
Consul to the German clerks, whe 
are busy enrolling and stamping the 
military books of the conscripts. 

The German Relief Society has only 
a very small amount of funds and 
practically all the relief that has been 
given to the German refugees has 
come from the Salvation Army. The 
hosts of Germans who bought tickets 
for home from German Consuls at 
various towns in Great Britain, but 
who are unable to return to Germany 
are besieging the American Consulate 
in futile efforts to get their ticket 
money refunded.

Car Rolls Over Five Times 
With Merry Party. 


One Crushed, Three Injured, 
Two Escape Hurts. 


Soft Earth by Road Proves a 
Death Trap. 


One woman was killed, her sister 
was seriously hurt and four other 
persons escaped fatal injury almost 
by a miracle late yesterday afternoon, 
when an automobile in which they 
were riding turned turtle on the 
Downey boulevard, four miles from 
Downey.

Cornered on Street, Fugitive Fires, Bam 
House and Changes Clothes, Then Escape

 HARLBS C. MURRAY, a Pink- 
erton operative, was fatally shot 

by “George Hammond,” leader 

of a band of crafty forgers, on the 
sidewalk before the Hotel Pepper at 
Seventh street and Burlington ave- 
nue early yesterday afternoon.

Before the passage of the new law 
the tnit of compensation upon which 
carri salaries was based included 
only the number of milés traveled, 
but under the new schedule consid- 
eration is to be given to the time re- 
quired to travel such mileage, and to 
the amount of service rendered by 
the employee.

| RULES OF WAR. , 

In 1806 Talleyrand suggested to N 
poleon the Great that in the conduct of war 
noncombatants should not be molested 
either in their persons or property; that 
it was states and not their subjects that 
were battling with each other and that the 
business of fighting sheuld be confined to 
soldiers. | 

Bonaparte adopted these suggestions in 
part as rules for the conduct of war, as 
did the nations with which France was at 
wars But they did not meet with formal 
world acteptance until after our Civil War. 
In 1862 President Lincoln promulgated Gen- 
eral Orders No. 100 for the conduct of the 
Union forces. These orders safeguarded 
family honor and rights, the lives of pris- 
oners of war and private persons, and pro- 
hibited confiscation of private property or 
interference with religious worship or con- 
victions. 


After the Franco-Prussian War and as 
an outgrowth of it there sprang the Inter- 
national Convention of the Brussels Con - 
ference in 1874, which adopted the rules of 
warfare prescribed by Abraham Lincoln. 
The Hague Conferences reaffirmed these 
rules and added to them restrictions con- 
fining the operations of armies to the field 
of actual combat. 

The inhabitants of an invaded territory 
are not to be regarded, as belligerents un- 
less they “carry arms openly” against the 
invading soldiery. The Middle Age war 
cry of “Beauty and Booty” no longer in- 
spires the baser passions of soldiers, and a 
modern general would not rally his legions 
by saying: “There is the Alps and there 
is Italy.” 

Under the rules agreed to by the nations 
represented at the Hague conferences, 
bombardment of undefended cities, villages 
or dwellings is prohibited. Even when de- 
fended and captured, pillage is prohibited. 
A conquering army can seize cash and se- 
curities belonging to the state, but not 
those which belong to banks or private par- 
ties. Stores, supplies, horses, movable 
property and means of transportation be- 
longing to the state may be seized and used 
for military operations. Appliances for

“The citizens of a hostile nation can- 
not be compelled to fight against their 
. country, and their rights cannot be de- 
clared abolished; suspended, or inadmis- 
sible in a court of law. The poisoning 
of wells, discharge of projectiles from 
balloons, the seizing of submarine ca- 
bles, and destruction of monuments 
and works of art are specially inter- 

dicted. 

“But war between actual delliger- 
ents is also much circumscribed. They 
cannot declare that no quarter will be 

ven. Elaborate safeguards are made 
or the rights and humane treatment 
of prisoners of war. The Geneva Con- 
vention permits the comprehensive ac- 
tivities of the Red Cross in the care of 
the sick and wounded on both land and 
sea. Unusually cruel weapons are 
proscribed. Towns must be amply 
warned before siege or bombardment, 
and occupied territory may be com- 
pelled to supply only the actual needs 
of the invading army.” 

The rule against the discharge of projec- 
tiles from balloons has been mutually dis- 
regarded by all the combatants in the pres- 
ent European war, and, during the Balkan 
wars neither the Turks nor their opponents 
paid any attention to the rules for the gov- 
ernment of civilized nations. It may be 
said as an excuse that they were not civ- 
ilized nations.

At the outset of his book about 
Shaw, Gilbert Chesterton remarks 
that most people either say that they 
agree with Shaw or that they do not 
understand him. “I am the only per- 
son who understands him.“ Chesterton 
adds, “and I do not agree with him.” 

Before adding a very few sentences 
about “Misalliance,” which I may 
take another Sunday article in order 
to quote from, if not to discuss, I 
would like to give my readers who 
may not have yet had a chance at 
hesterton’s book the fresh joy of one 
or two more quotations from the clev- 
er Englishman's brilliant summing up 
of England's greatest Irishman. 
many 


The prosperous English Philistine 
complains that Mr. Shaw would make 
a fool of him, whereas Mr. Shaw is 
not in the least making a fool of him; 
Mr. Shaw is with laborious lucidity 
calling him a fool. G. B. S. calls the 
landlord a thief and the landlord, in- 
stead of denying it or resenting it, 
says: ‘Ah, that fellow hides his mean- 
ing so cleverly that one can never 
make out what he means, it is all so 
fine spun and fantastical.” G. B. 8. 
called a statesman a liar to his face 
and the etatesman cries in a kind of 
ecstasy: ‘Ah, what quaint, intricate 
and half-tangled trains of thought; 
ah, what elusive and many-colored 
mysteries of half mean!’ I think it 
is always quite plain: what Mr. Shaw 
means, even when he is joking, and 
he generally means that the people 
he is talking to ought to howl aloud 


for their sins. 


When Chesterton is discussing 
Shaw as a critic of music he is most 
delightful: He says: “Bernard Shaw 
understands music s0 
than I do that it is just possible that 
he is in that tongue and atmosphere 
all that he is not elsewhere. While 
he is writing with a pen I know his 
limitations as much as I admire his 
genius, and I know that it is true 
that he does not appreciate romance, 
but while he is playing on the piano 
he may be cocking a feather, drawing 
a sword or draining a flagon for all 


much better. 


he does not understand, but while he 
is listening at the Queen’s hall he 
may understand everything, includ- 
ing God and me. Upon this part of 
him I am a’ reverent agnostic; it is 
well to have some such dark conti- 
nent in the character of the man of 
whom one writes. 


You can see how this week I am

himself and Chesterton's opinion of 
Shaw I am left not a paragraph in 
which to the real reason for 
this article. 

Shaw himself left very litth room 
for the reason, for he writes a 126- 
page introduction in the fine type of 
a big book to a play which, as nearly 
as I can make out, entirely disproves 
everything in the introduction. He 
writes an essay on children for which 
he is admirably unadapted, not be- 
ing a father himself, and then he 
writes a play called “Misalliance,” 
which is the best sort of argument 
for more parents, more children, and 
very much better ones. 

I repeat that “Misalliance” would 
be difficult for the stage, but makes 
brilliant reading and unless I find a 
very much better subject, I promise 
to quote at length from its clever 
dialogue in an immediately future 
article.

“The plants in ground, on 
which I had my process, revealed the 
hardiest growth of all. and were the 
only ones that were alive and thriv- 
ing after the freeze. Of four Phoenix 
palms in mv yard, one around which 
I had installed my process, was the 
oniv tree that was not frozen dowr 
to the ground.” 

Several citrus men in the vicinity 
of Covina will, according to Anson, 
trv the process out on a limited scale 
this winter.

vious that one’s income is not repre- 
sented by the daily rate of wages, but 
by the product of the rate multiplied 
by the number of days worked. A 
man receiving $100 a day would re- 
ceive a pretty high rate, but if he 


worked only one in the year his 
annval income would be $100, 
wouldn't it? 


While the average rate of the IIII- 
nois miners was 
ber of days’ work they contrived to 
get in a year was declining, so that 
the average annual earnings actually 
decreased. Comparing the annua! 
average of 1903 with that of 1912 
shows a gain of 2% per cent., it is 
true, but in five years of the decade 
the annual average was less than in 
1903, so that the aggregate for the 
ten years was actually $6240, whereas 
if the 1903 rate had been continued 
throughout the period the aggregate 
average annual earnings would have 
been $5426.

Shorter hours can hardly be a mat- 
ter worth going to war about.

While it.at first appeared that the 
oll industry in the State might be af- 
fected to quite a degree by the war 
in Europe, the chances for this have 
steadily grown less. About the most 
serious aspect of the possible effect 
was the hampering of foreign trade 
in crude petroleum, and the conse- 
quent’ cutting off of about 1,000,000 
barrels, or over 10 pér cent. of the 
consumption. This is owing to the 
fact that practically all the ships en- 
gaged in foreign trade fly the Eng- 
lish or German flags. 

One ship already has made prep- 
arations to run the gauntlet, however. 
and carry a cargo to foreign ports, 
and it is probable that others will fol- 
low suit in short order. Even if this 
should not be the case, the marketing 
companies would soon find places to 
dispose of a large portion of the sur- 
plus. Conservative parties place the 
decline in shipments as a result of 
the war at only 300,000 barrels a 
month, which would be comparatively 
small, and offset by the reduction in 
production which should follow the 
operation of the Standard Oil Com-

{London Tit-Bits:] The article we 
recently published about a well-known 
London public house called “Dirty 
Dick’s,”. where it was the rule that 
only one drink could be served to cus- 


tomers at a single visit, brings to mind 
another licensed house in the city, 
where not only is a similar rule en- 
forced. but where smoking is strictly 
prohibited. 

The proprietors of this licensed 
house, which is in Artillery lane, Bish- 

opsgate, frankly state that they re- 
serve to themselves the right to con- 
duct their business upon any system 
they may deem expedient, and they 
cannot permit their rules to be broken 
on any account with impunityy Fur- 
thermore, they “respectfully request 
all persons objecting to the regula- 
tions, and who are not willing to act 
in strict conformity therewith, to 
kindly transfer their patronage to 
some other establishment.” 

For upwards of sixty years they 
have adopted, with others, the follow- 
ing three rules: 

“No person or party of persons can 
be served, under any circumstances.

must have left the house at least half 
an hour before either is entitled to 
be served again. 

“The quantity served upon any oc- 
casion, for consumption on the prem- 
ises, not to exceed one gill of wine, half 
a gill of spirits, or one glass of malt 
liquor, for each person.
